And when he's told byimotherhand^that the .- 
Commoi^ Anfwer : oiCatbolicks to exet^e themjelves • 
from Idolatry in their Adar»tiom of the Bi^ebarifi^ is < 
iecaufe they Believe the Bread to ke God: Has not < 
he here a fair oocafion again of caking this for the

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SetievesXoht^ BreadenGodt Ccrtaiflly hemuft Be 
no fmatt Logician that can difeover, whether this be 
an Antecedent 01 Confequent^v^hiahttitb^ the Faith 
of the Fapift^ or only a Confequence of it.

Bulls y JuhikeSy Indulgences^ Croffes; Incenfe and an 
infinite numherof meer Toys and Baubles ^ <mdthat in 
ihefe they havf placed all keligion ; when I hear, I fay. 
Popery thus defcrib'd to the People by eminent Aj>o- 
logizers for the Church oi England ^ I cannot conceive, 
but 'tis to let them know, what notion to frame of 
it. And yet whofoever fliall fuppofe, thataftek^fuch 
diredions, they '1 conceive a regular Idea of it, M'ith-

And is not this a fufficient difcbarge ofj the Rp/f 
prefenter from all the excepti^ons of his Adyerfciai^

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common Center of all Catholrck Unioo^ do^is pun* 
pofely wave all other Points relating to the Amhori- , 
ty of that Chair ^ as being no part oj the Catholick 
Faith : And his Book in this form is own^d and ap- 
proved by the Pi)/>^ hirofelf, by the moft eminent of 
the Cardinals, and other great Prelates of the Churh 
after a mofl; fl:ri(9: examination, what ground of quar- 
rel with the Reprefenter in his fallowing this fo Au- 
thentick a Rule ? Twa$ the main defign of the Bifhop " 
of Condom in that Treatife to feparate the opinions 
of Divines and School Debates, from the Doftrine 
of the Catholick Faith. And fmce he omitted to 
expound thofe Points of the Popes Perfonal Infalli^ 
hility and the Depofing Power as not belonging to the 
Catholick Faithy with fo full and Authentick an ap* 
probation, as has been declared j, where is the crime 
of the Reprefenter in not allowing them a place ia 
that Lift? 

And here I cannot but run the venture of another 
fmilefrom the Replier^ upofi the reinforcement of 
ray former rPropofal. 1 defir'd that the decifion 
of the quarrel with the Reprefenter fiiight depend up* 
on the experiment of any ones being judged capably 
of being received into the Catholick Church, upon 
his aflenting to matters of Faith ^ in that form 
as deliver'dby thq Reprefenter. .

^fr^wttf (thtfcis, QOtasArtklesofCttbofickFtith^ 
he be aoc judg'd fufficiedtly qualified as to then 
poiats, to be received into the Communion of the 
Romaa Catholicks, I will^rant he has reafon to 
charce the Reprefenter not to have done his part in 
thote Particulars. This will be a much fhorter and 
furer ConviAion then twenty Ai^fmrs and Replies^ 
fft only to caft a mift before the Readers eyes^ and 
Mrhkh fmrfa a tryal as this will quickly didipate. 

And .this now is all that is reqijifite for a full Viri:* 
dication of the Reprefenter. For it being franckly 
owri'd by the Replier himfelf^ that lie has made a 
true Reprefentation of the Faith of a Fapifi • with 
the occeptkm only of fome few Points. Arid it be- 
ing here made evident, that what the Refrefenter de- 
livered as to thofe very Points, is according to the 
fenfeof thciSf^ Apoftvlicky of the greateft Prelates, 
nay, I may fay of the whole Church : The fapijt 
Mifreprefented and Reprefented , (lands untouched. 
And all that has beentaidagainftit, have been nor- 
thing more, then fo many artificial endeavours to 
periRvade the World, that tbt Proteftant underllands 
better, what the Faith of a Fapift is, then the Papifi 
•do's himfelf ; which will be eafily anfwer*d after his 
«nanner, withafmile. 

What the Replkr adds after this, hdongs not to 
the Reprefenter y who .being to Reprejenti and not 
to DifpateyJs not concerned with thofe tedious ar-^ 
gufflents ; nowevei*, not to be uncivil, we^l go fo 
Mr with him,tho it be out of our way. 
' I. He proves at large that alj Definitions of Faith^ 
declared in General Councils are not concliided with 
f • 5 1 . Anathema* s ; and in this we willingly agree with him : 
But this do's not at all prove, that whatfoever is 
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ikckr^dtfl fvfch a Council without an AMtbema, is an ' 
Article of Faith ; and therefore nothing againftus

2« He endeavours to [nrav^ the Depofing Tm^er not 
tbW a matter of bifciflineMA Govermnent^ but to p^ j$; 
be a Point of DoBrine^ and this from a Principle 
lately publiihed in the vindication of. Dr. Sherl^ck^t 
Sermon, viz. that To decree v^hat JhaS h done^ in^ 
eiuds a virtMl dtfimtim ^ that Dear he §n which that 
Decree is founded. And this he iays^ as^ i»e ban^e ieem 
lately told. But what refpeA can I poffibly have 
for what has been lately told us by another hand^ 
itnce the Replier himfelf, h<$wever he urges^it in one 
page^ plainly undervalues it and contradict k in \h$ 
very next ; . where be tells us, that in the Councit of 
the Apoftles at Jerufakm there was a' Decree ef Man* 
ners^ yet it cMtamd na Dejfpfkhmof Faith.

Here we have a Confequence-znd a Compa- 
tifon^ and both fo exi^elleQt in their kinds , that if 
any better connexion can be found in them^ than be- 
twixt xht Monument and t]x May^pole^ it mud be by 
one, who has found one trick more in Logick^ then 
ever Arijloile knew. If iiiftead of his So in the end 
of his Conclufion y he had made this application^ So 
are the different kinds and degrees of Religious Ha* 
nour difiinguifht by the Intention of the Givers^ or by 
fome vifihle reprefentation^ or determination of other 
circumftances. This might haVe been infer d with 
fome dependance on the Premifes : And by it we 
Shight have compounded for the matter in hand : but

fetf is ^ bating fome irreverent Phrajes. Nor Sir, P*s*4- 
anfiidd tliefe Authentick propfs^befides a great number 
of other Authors^ who undertafi^ to draw Popery in 
its own Colours ; what convenience or even pombility 
had I , of framing any better apprehention ot this 
Religion y than was here laid before me .* EfycciHiy 
iince my friends werexiot wanting to vouch the truth 
of all this, and to aflure me ; they had heard all this 
lyv^T and over fronlMen oiCharakery and in Places^ 
which gave it reputation beyond all queftion? Nei- 
ther does it appear to me, bad it been my fortune to 
have confulted you in this affair, that I mould have 
been much reftified as to thefe my Childijh w Wilful 
Mifidkes concerning Popery i as is evident from the 
Gharafter you give of it throughout your Anfwer^ 
and efpecially at the end (pag. 1 6 1 .) viz. " That it is 
** that you can never yield to, without betraying the 
*< truth, renouncing your fenfes and Reaibn, wound- 
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^kig your GHiicicfiee, dfflioaoimi^ Godt , and his 
^ Holy, Word and Sacraments ; perverting the doft- 
^rineof theGofpeli^toChrift^sfatisfadioo^ Inter- 
^ celfion and Reoiilfion of fins ; deprivii^ the Ftople 
^ of the means of Mv^tion, which Qod oobfelf hadi 
^appointed, and the Primitive Church obfefv*d| and 
•• damning thofe for whom Chrift died. ' 

iBat however I will not infifinpon this point; He 
rather yeikf, than be contentions : And becaufe yon 
fey, that my Charafter of a Fapijf MtifrefkeJiMtCil^ 
is '•made dp of Falje Apfrebenfhns^ IgMrant^ Chiid^ 
tfiy and Wilful Mifiakes^ He own it to be no better : 
But then^ Sir, you muft ^ve me leave to make u(e cH^ 
your ^iir^/7/j with my Friends and Acquaimaoce, 
kk afltirittg them, that wherelbever they ffiall for the 
future either beary or readivith things charged upon 
the Papifls^ they muft give it no credit, and efteem 
it no better, than the Falfi Apprehenjkns^ Ignorant^ 
Childifb andmifitl lUifiahs of the Relatours. Upon 
this condition I dole this point ; only adding, that 
in faying down the Colours of a PapiH Mtfpepre* 
fentedy I never thought of declarii^ the Articles <^ 
y0ur Churchy or by MfJ^reprefenthg the Papift^ to 

p?g.9« reirrefentywi asyouleemto miftake me; But only 
to ihew the many Mifiakes and Errours to be found 
amoflgfi: Protefinnts of what kind foever, coticero- 
ing the notion of Popery ^ for Deiitor fum fapitMitM 
& Infipkntihus. And tho you feem willing in your 
htfroauSliany that your Reader fhould efteem this our 
complaint of being bafely Mifreprefented^ no better 
than a meer Pretence^ or a Dejign cffuch whpgo aiout 
to deceive^ by comparing it with the Complaints of 
the ArianSy Pelagians^ NeftorianSy &c. Yet we are

J fbew n» Afttbtrity J h^foe U Interpret tht^t Rule in- 
mjm» fensfix it being « thingexpr^y forbiddeo by

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Finj 4th. And becaufe feveral of my Reprefentatiens 
depend upon my own private Senfe ana Opinion. Truly 
t$ir^ haal^ in nndiertddf^ toilate the Belief of our 
Oiurcb, Interpreted tte Council of Trent in my 
own private Sence, or Obtruded any Opinion of iBiirie 
for an Article of our Faith, you might juftly have 
ArraisKd meat that Bar r. But you nn^ give me 
leave here toteUyon^ that you Wrong me, andlm- 
jpok upon your Reader. Forfo far was I fromcom- 
initting ^ Fault of Interpreting the OMincH of Trent 
in my own Senfe : That I have only (teliver'd it, as 
it is Interpreted to me and to all our Chnrcb^ in the 
-Cdtechijm ad ParocboSj compofed and <fet forth by 
Order of the jf aid Council and Pius ftlL for the In- 
ikrudion of tlie Faithful in their Chriftian Duty 
touching Faith ^nd Good Manners y in conformity to 
the Senle of the Council. And for this reafon in my 
.€onclufion^ I appealed to this Cii/<rclr{/m, forthejufti- 
fying of what Ihave reprefented to be the Faith of 
thdfapijis^ to be really fo. And that you may fee» 
liow vainl]^ you have charged me with the TraoA 
greffion of Pope Piuses Bull : Remember I appeafd 
iigain in my Conclufion to VeronV Rule of Faith^ and 
to thatfet ibrthby the Bijhop of Cwdom^ for main* 
taining the Character of the Papifi Reprefented^ to 
be jufi. Now you muft know the Latter cf thefe^ 
drew up a like Charadler in Paris^ of the Belief d[ 
a Papijl^ and it being conform to the Printiples of 
Piety and Chrifiianity^ it quite overthrew the foul 
charge of its Adverfaries There^ from their Books 
and Pulpits; and this fo home, that they had no 
other way of preferving their Credit with their 
Flock^ than to declare to them, that the Char alter {^ 
fbrth by the Bifhop was not ExaSznd True ; but on- 
ly 
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h vampr up by him into that Form for the bene^ 
m of the Publick caufe. Upon which he Publithed 
another tdkion with feverai diftinft attdlations of 
many Bifiofs and Cardinals^ and of theprefent /^^^5 
himfeli^ wnerein they at large approve the Dodrine 
contained in that Treatiie, for the /^i//)& and P^^Sm^ 
of tht Cburcb of Ramej and conform to the Coancil 
of Trent^ Aact now Sir^ . in propofing the Fdiih of 
our Churchy as 1 found it delivered by this Reverend 
Prelate^ and fupporred by fuch Authentick approba- 
tionSy wherein have I Entrenched upon the Phvilec^^ 
of the Apofiolick See , of Interpreting the Council, 
of Trent? Or what neceffityot relying upon apri* 
'ixcae Mxm% fudgementf as you Phrafe it, of no Name^, 
ami no Authority^ inftead of that of the Pope and 
Council? The Faith of a Papiil I have delivered ac* 
cordii^ to the Catechifm Pubiifli'd by Order of the 
Ctuncil^ or as Explicated by a Prelate^ who brings 
along with him the Authority of the See Afofioliek ^ 
ajjd whiclf part of all this is my private Senfe orOpU 
nionV 

But you pfier to make, good thb charge in iotM In* y^ixji 
(lances.. As inthe/n^ftf/i^ir^/£tf/>/jy I.feemtoli«» 
mittheir Power of helping us to Prayers only^ which 
Limitation Is not to be found in the Council of Trent: 
I^cannot but acknowledge^ Sir, that theCM/yci/meo* 
tions their Aid and Affiftance^ which we may reafon* 
ably exped:. But there being no other means, of their 
Aiding and Aflifting us exprelsiJ io the Council, or 
in the Oitechifmad Parochos^ befides that of their 
Prayers to God to obtain benefits for us, through • 
our only Saviour and Redeemer Jefus Chrift. Andic 
being thus limited hy the Bifhop of Condom on this 
Sub^^ C pag. II. Edit. Pa. 1 6 8 1 . ) with the Popo 

and! 
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udCardinuFs appfobattoa ; I think I need no far- 
ther VindicatuHi to fliewy tlwtiii thepMMKi&Iroftbil: 
Vovat^ I kiiM/d liotdly own privrntft^ or Ofi^ 
nhn^ as you eodeavbnr to prove. 

In the Pdnt of Merit you wge this again (Fag.;6;) 
as if I had qmali^dtbh DdSrint with the dependtmce m 
fmicr , 0m6§J^s gocdmefs nad Prd)n]fi^ without the 
iiudiorityof theCmari/; there being no fucfa qualifi- 
cacion expreiis'd in Can. i%. read«nd cited by you. 
^Tis true, 'tis not in this Canon. But if you pleaie to 
look back to C4;f.z6. £'fx 6. you'l find it there clear 
.enough to aquit me from the icandal of puUifliing my 
imti private Jinfe ot Opinion. 

Ydu inftance again' (pag. i x.) in the Pcnnt of the 
Popes perfonal Infallibility^ .which I represent to be 
novMtter of Faith I (pag. 4x0 and what reafon hav€ 
ydU) you iay^ to adhere to my ireprefentationi ra- 
ther than to tiiat of many others, whoaiTect the <nn^ 
traryt But this difficulty is nothing but your mi- 
Hake : for I do not in the ieaft ckliver hdtemy owfl 
private fentiment or opinion touching this point, in 
iippoficion to other Authors.* But iMily by way of 
Narative relate, that whereas fome Divines endea- 
vour in their School debates to prove and maintaia 
this Ferfonal Malliiility^ yet it is not r^eceiv'd a- 
mongft Catholkks as any matter of Faitb^ Jbccaufe not 
poJItivieiy determin'd by my General Council^ and prd- 
pos'd to the Faithfol to be embrace asfncL And thiis 
Sir again is not my private fenfe or Opinion, but a 
batQ Narative of matter of Fa3. 

But I am now to encounter your G^/ia/i-Argumenr^ 
which ihews it &lf throu^out your Anfioet^ and 
ftemsto defy all the Hods ot Iftael. if I can find ne- 
ver a Stoae to iling at it, I mm e'en lie at jts mercy.

And it appears thus. In my Charailer of a Papiji ^^ 

ii^'^r^ifii/e^/I pretend to declare the /vi// A of a Roman itj. * 
Catholick, as 'tis definM and delivered in allow'd 
General Councils j and yet tho the Depofing Do&rine 
has been as evidently dedarM in fuch Councils ^ 
as ever Purgatory zn^TranfuhflantiatioH were in that 
of Trent^ yet ftill mth mentis m Article of our Faith. 
This is the main ftrength of it, as*urgM by. you on 
feveral occafions. , 

I anfwer it irl fliort ; that tho all iDoHrinal Points 
defined in any approved General Council^ and pro- 
posed to the Faithful to be receiv'd under an Anathe^ 
via , are with us fo many Articles of Faith ^ and are 
obligatory to all of our Communion : Yet not fo of 
every other matter declared in fuch a Council .• There 
being many things treated of, and refolv'd on in fuch 
an Ailembly , which concern not the Faith of the 
Church, but only (bmc matter oi Difcipline^ Govern- 
ment, or other more particular Aflfain And thefe 
ConfiitHtions or Decrees are not abfolutely Obligator , 
ry, as is evident even in the Council of TV^ii/, as is ' 
biefoi^ hinted ; whoiCp I>ecrees of DoSlrine are as much 
ackopwledgM here by Catholicks in England and 
Germany^ as within tHe Walls of R^im it fclf, or thQ 

Vatican : An4y^t it's other Co^fiitutions and Decrees 
are not univerially receiv'd^ and it may be never wilL 
Now Sit^ akho. .we allow fome Councils have made 
decrees for depo^ng^in particular Cafes y y et.the P^fwer 
it felf not being declara as a Do^rinal Point ; and the 
Decrees rektigg onlyto oiatter of Difcipline and Go^ 
vernme^it^ it comes fhort of being an Article oJF our 
Faith, and fill that in your Anfvoer depends on it, falls 
to the Ground. I have no.place here to give you a 

B " diftindt 
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didiodl account of the feveral matters treated of in 
Councils^ and of the difference tietween Decrees of 
Faith^ and i^/i&^r J which are not (b; yet becauie you 
ieemto require fome &tt$fa£fcion in thefe Points, I re« 
Oiit you to fuch Authors, who treat of them u iarge^ 
and mod particularly the CenfiJeratians up9n the Coum^ 
cil of Trent yC anus ^ Bellarmine and others. This 
that I haye here faid may be fofficieilt to evince, that 
in my declaring the depofing^ Power to be no Article of 
Faith J I have not followed my own Private Opinion, 
or meerly the number of Authors, bat rather the fenft 
of the vAf6le Churchy Cmncils^ and Fopes themielves, 
who plainly enough own this, in letting fo many open 
and Pofitivc Aflertors of the no-depojing Fewer ^ to 
pafs without any Cenfure diHerefit : It being certain 
that, were this bddirine any ^rfic/^ of our iP4if is as 
likewife that mention^ itt the p*eceding Paragraph, 
oi iht Fopes FerJbnallnfaHi^it^jy theobfttnate Op 
pofers of them would no more efcape without that 
hrand^ than thofe that deny other Articles of our 
Faith ^ z^Furgatory^vATriinjuhftaMiation. , 

Thefe Inftances 1 100& Dpoaasihe moft PriiK^l 
threughout your ^Wi&Reply:^ bdcaafe^ia thtfm you 
have made ufe df a Medium direflly o{>0ofit to the In^ 
tent oi my Book^ and which if k had been efiedual^ 
would have fhew'd, that I hav^ not Reprefented the 
Faith of the Fapifl according to the Rule of af^rbv'd 
General Councils, as I pretend 1 but rath^ accoiding 
to my own private apprehenfion or Opinion ; which 
I confefs would have been a f^iH Aufwer to it as to firch 
particulars. But how far ywi^ l»ve fail'd of your 
endeavours even in this Point, ! leave now to th* 
Prudent Confikferer to ?udge. -But the #!ty you Mte 

in 
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in^ all other Part$ ofyourBook^ feemstome not to 
anfwcr your defign^ nor to agree With the Title of it. 
For whereas I undertake to propofe the Faith of a 
Roman Catbpiick^ as be is really C^ght to believe in 
Conformity to the Definitions of Oecumenical Coun* 
dlis : Batii^ thofe Points I have already fpoke to, in

ypu cither owil theDdftrine, to be the cftabUfh'd 
Belief of your Churchy as in part that of the Power of 
Friefily Ahfolution^ConfeS^oH^ of due veneration to the 
Relic ks of Saikts^ oi Merit j of Satisfailionj of the 
Authf^rity of th? Churchy of General Councils^ &g. 

Or you fhew the Dod:rine I have delivered, not to 
be the Faith of our Church, by appealing from the 
Etefinitions of our Councils^ and fenfe of our Churchy P* 54. sr. 
to ifome expreffionsfoiHid in Old Mafs books y Rituals 
&CC. as if this were a &rious way of trulj Reprefeut* 
ing the I>0(5lrinei of the Church of Rome. Qin aily 
Religion (land tbi$ Tefi ? Will not many Exprefflotis 
mznio^sdiPr^^erSyPreachitsg^^jyevoiionSy iffe- 
parate#frpm the fenfe of the Churchy prove uii;aii!ifib 
gble and fLidicadous ? Let but an Atheifi take this li* 
berty even with die Scrifturt it feif, and thus feparate 
infinite nuirijer of expyadiaos there, atid fee what will 
be prefently the colour of aU ReligiM^ and whether 
ChrifiioHky will be btttef than Turcifm : Aodf efpeei- 
ally whether the alloin^ d Pfalms m Meeter wiJl prove 
thedeTCftionofmenofT^nrc^andr^^/^M^ thoallnsay 
be veconcUeat^ to IHeey and Rtligson^ . if taken in 
the fenf^ of the Church. 

C>r you appeal ^aiir from the Deelai^ipnfr of our 
Councik, and feofe of oar Oinrch tolbme extefnal 
ASion^ as in dife of refpeA Qstwtt w Images and 

B z Saints^ 



J Saints^ upon which from our fx/^nr^i/ Adorfltion, by 
conflruSlion of the FaS^ viz. kneeling^ howingy &c. you 
are wiiling to conclude us guilty of Idolatry .* As if 3 
true judgment could be made of tbefe Afiions^ with- 
out re(pe£): to the Innnthn of the Churchy that directs 
them , and of the Perfan^ that does them. As if 
they were not in themfeives Indifferent^ and capable 
of being paid to God^ or to Men. Or as if your raea* 
fares being foUow'd, ^%4ii ought not to come in, 
and (bare with us in our confiruHive Idolatry^ becadfe 
1 saia 25. i4-^^y-^^ ieforeDsivld on her face^ andiow'dher felf to 

toil the ground y and feS at his feet. JofhuaXik^wiky be- 

s. 14. Q^xxii he fell on bis face to the earthy and Aid voorfhip 
the Angel. And as many who on their knees pay 
their refpefts to the King and low before him : As 
likewife all the Beggers in Lincolns-Inn fields, who 
on their knees, with their hands lifted up, ask an 
^* alms of Paflers-by ; Muft not all thde by comfiru&ion 
0f FaH come into the lift of your Idolaters ? 

Or finally, not being willing the Doftrine fhould 
{>afs for ours^ in the form I have dated it^ yG#appeal 
again from our Councils and Senfe of the Churchy 
which I follow, to the Sentiments of fome of our 
own Private Authors^ and £0 you come often with, 
this French Author fays this, P^ives feys that, Wicelius 
fays another thing , and Leffius another ; by this 
method endeavouring to convince yourReader, that 
the Belief of a Papifi^ is much different from what 
I have reprefented it. But Sir, this way may do 
well enough with the unwary ; but it ill fuits with 
what you pretend. The Frootis piece of your Book 
puts us upon expeding The DoHrines and Pra&ices of 
the Church of Riwe truly Reprefented. And when 

we 
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\VQ come to perufe it, we find feveral DoiSlrines pro- 
pos'd, but without any Authority of Chitrch or Cou9$^ 
cils, but this Author fays ' tbis^ znd that Author fays 
that ; as if the Senfe of every Author^ were imme-» 
diateiy the Dodrine ; of our Church. The Church 
Ijpeaks to us in her approvd General Councils , and 
from them you might, have truly Repfefented her Ee^ 
lief^nd Doiirine but from particular Authors; Ibme 
bf which may Write U{X>n a Pique, others upon a Paf^ 
fion, others upon fome other Biafs, nothing more 
can be C6ile<%ed befides their own Opinion^ and with 
underftanding Men it pafles for no more. So thati 
nothing can be more unjuftifiable, than to make a 
Colledion of private Mens fentiments, and obtrude 
them for the truly Reprefenting the £>o6trine of the 
Church in whofe Comniunion they are. And this Is 
not the Cafe oiour Church alone, there's no Church 
or Conjgregation in the World will (land this Teft. 
And if it come a little home to you, it may be you 
will be more fenfible of this truthwFor alth& you feem 
to maintain in your Aufvoerjihdt good works ofjufiifiedh sn 
Perfons are not Free ; yet tis not juft, this Dottrine 
ihould be immediately charg'd for the Belief oi your 
Church.hkYA Mr.Thorudike feems to allow Prayers for 
the Deady yet neither from him are we to take a true 
reprefentation oitheQoSrinoi hisChurch.Thd ^worthy 
Divine declares,/^^^ in cafe a Popijh Julian indeed (hould ?*«• ^^^ 
Reign over uijhefhpuld Believe him uncapalle of Repen- 
tance ^and upon thai fuppofit ion fhould he tempted to pray 
for his Defiru^ion ; yet would it not be honeft hence to 
blacken his Church with this Dii^loyal Principle, as if 
ihe allowed her Members fiib not to Fight agaiofi, yet 
to Pray for the Deft ru^ ion oifuch a Prince. Thfc like

«ay be (aid o^King Jams the AVj^his holding ChriA 
tobt truly prefent in tb^ Sacrawemt^ and there alfo to 
be truly adored, maintaioing in his Epiftfe to Cardinal 
PerrM the E>odrine of the Real Prefence to be the 
DoArine of the Church of England > and again what 
the aforefaid Mr* Thorndike delivers of the lame Real 
Prefewce and jdorati$n of Chrift i» the Eucharifi^ 
^ ^ '* pM^is'd in the Ancient Chureh- from the beginning^* 
aiKi thereupon owning the Bnibarifikal Sacrifice to

Will you give me leave 
fi»m h«ce to interr ; tliatbecaUll^ thefe are tiie lea- 
timems of fuch Eminent Pterins in the Communion 
of the Chnrch of £9§gZmdy that therefore they arethe 
Doiftrine of that Cmunch, I {nfgpoCc you will not ; and 
dierefore in the frne ReprefeHtafi0n of the Dodrine of 
y$Mrs or anr Cbuch^ 1 mppofe, you will eafity grants 
that noa{qpeat ought to be made to fuch Private Au^ 
tknrs ; but die UacfeRslter is obliged to keep ciofe to

For how does yoiir acknowledging 
our Dodrine to be yours : your producing fome bro- 
ken ExprefTions out of Mafs^Books\ your putting Ob- 
jed:ions from external AHionSy from private Authors^ 
or your own Opinion^ any ways prove, that the Faith 
of a Papifi^ as I have reprefented it, is notaceording 
to the Council of Trent^ and what really he i% bounc^ 
as a Papifi^ to Believe > And yet this is the thing 
you ought to have proved, to make good your Title. 
But inuead of this, you generally let your Reader 
finderftand, that I have indeed flated the matter a- 
right, and only tell him, that you have fomething to 
hy againft the DoQrine, and do not like it But 
your faying I hope (or if it could be proving) thgt 
CathpKcksdonot do well to Believe, as IReprefenr^ 
is !!io Ai^ument to prove that I do not Reprefent weff. 
This as to the Reprefcnjing the Doftripe of our

judge. The Keprelenter C^. 42.) fpeakiog of the 
Popes Authority, fays, that as in any Civil Govern-, 
ment, the Sentence of the Suprieain Judge or Higbefl 
Tribunal is to be. Obey'd, th6 there be no aflTurance 
of Infallibility or Divine Protedioa from Error or 
Miftake : So is he taught fhould be done to the Orders 
of the Supream Paftor, whetherhe be Infallible or no. 

Where a Parallel is made betwera the Orders of 
Fopes and Civil Powers^ as to the Obedience due to 
them from their Suije^s. Now Sir,if it be your Opi- 
nion that this Authority and Power in thefe Supream 
Govdmours is fo Ahfolute and Vncwfitld^ that like 
to God himielf there can be no juft exception made to 
any of their Anions or Deuees^ whatfoeyer they be : 
then indeed your reaibning Anfwers your intent. But 
if the Cafe be poifible, that thefe may fo A(3: or Cora- 
mand,that the not-following ot not-obeying in Inferiors 
may be no Crime ; then yoti come but ihort of hqmh^ 
and prove juft nothing. * No\y change h^tthi^matttr 
of your Argument, and fee how far it goes. The Or« 
ders of a Prince^ being Supream Governour, are to 
beObey'd, whetherhebe Infallible or no: B\xt feme 
Princes have done thus and thus ; therefore the peopb^ 
by the Law are bound to h&, fo and fo : Does thjfs 
hold in every Adion orOrder of a Prince, witliout 
Limit or Exception ? Tho a Prince be to be obey*3, 
yet it follows uot that his Word is the Law ? So that 
whofoever takes this for a concluding Afgumeqt , 
muft beither underftand Lavo nor.

voii may call truly reprefentin^ I can look upon no 
better than truly Mifreprefentiug. And by wtiztl 
fee, I think I might with as good reaibn gp to a Pha^ ' 
rifee^ to be informed oi Cbrtfi^ and receive the Cha- 
ra&er of a CbrifHan from a Mahor/ietan ; as come to 
jou^ to 'knpw what a Pap'tft ]s^ what hisi Belief ^nd 
Dohrine. Neither do I wonder, that you come thus 
wide of what you pretend to ; The niethod you take, 
would bring a Scandal even upon the Apoftle^ thtri^ 
felvej;, and render the Church of thofe purer timesi, 
of the fame colour with oun. Qbferve but the famfy 
in drawing thejeatiires oiyour own Churchy ^d th^n 
tell me whether this be the way oXtruely reprejeutiug. 
If a man were but to bring into publick your Scho^^ 
debates^ t\it differingOpinhns m yoox Q^n A^ 
concerning the Scriptures^ Predeftinatiou^ FrtewiU^ 
the Authority of the Churchy the Heforwatiou, tra-'- 
ditions^ &c. all expreflions of iSf wm, Prayers, Sec. 
and out of thefe, and all others of this kind, pick out

But for you to pidc here a bit and there a bit, to patchi 
as you pleaie, to make your Inferences and Applica* 
tions at pleafure^ and then to tell your Reader, theie* 
are theDodfarines of the Church ofRometrnlyRefre* 
fentedi this is to abufe the World and your if^ves^, 
and to render us Infamous for principles which are 
nothing of our Religion. And in Cafe you do not 
judge what I have here faid Sufficient to convince you,, 
that the Faith^ as I have Reprefented it, is really the^ 
Faith of ^F^r^//?, Tie becontentall thefe Realbns at 
prefent ^a(s for nought ; and that the decifion of this^ 
whole iffair depend upon an Experience. Do but 
you.{or any Friend for you) give your Aflent to thole 
Articles of Faith^ in the very form and manner, as^ 
I have ftated theqn, in the Charafter of the Papifi: 
R^efentedi and if upon requeft, you are not ad« 
mitt^ intotheCoramunionofthe Roman CathoHcks^^ 
andoWd to BeUeve aright in allthofe Points, Tie: 
then Confefe, -that I have abused the World, that my • 
Reprejhitfng'is Mifreprefentingthe¥aith of a Papifi^^ 
and thatmy defign has been not to undeceive, but to^ 
deceive the Beople. But if on the contrary it fhall 
appear, that the Faith, as I haVe Reprefented it, is^ 
the approved DxxSrine of that Church, andfufficient 
for any one to be receiv'd a Member of it, 1 may 
then jufily renew my Complaint of its bemg Mifre^ 
prefenttd, that the Religion of the Papiftis nothing, 
like what 'tis commonly rendered jand that *tis arhard. 
fate, that the ProfelTors pf it ihould be fo injur'd in^ 
their Reputation, and by this means become fo Odious^, 
that even amongft Fellow-Chriftians ^ Atheifis ancL 
Je^Sy ihali be tolerated with leis regret than they. 
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
